Phillips Academy entered its third cen- 
tury of education in Andover Thursday, as 
1,110 students went to their first classes of 
the Academy’s 201st year. The school es- 
tablished here in 1778 with 13 boys now 
serves 677 boys and 433 girls. They come 
from nearly every state in the Union and 
many foreign countries, but 192 of them 
are day students living in the Greater 
Lawrence area.

They had to compete for 
admission among an applicant pool of 2,- 
601 candidates. The new students arrived 
on campus last Saturday for orientation. 
The Blue Key seniors, a student leader 
group, welcomed them and led them 
through three days of ropes courses, 
rappelling and rock climbing at Den Rock, 
theatre games and other exercises design- 
ed to make them feel at home on their new 
campus and the town of Andover. 

They also met with their academic ad- 
visor and had a chance to find their way 
around downtown Andover between ap- 
pointments.. 

The bulk of ‘‘old’’ Andover students 
arrived Monday. By Wednesday the 
‘“‘shakedown”’ period was over. 

At Arena Day, Wednesday, all students 
signed up for their required and elective 
courses from the academy’s 294-course 
curriculum. On Thursday, classes and 
athletic commitments began in earnest 
for the 201st academic year.

Republican vote but not by much, topping 
Brooke here, 1,184 to 1,161. Dukakis, on the 
other hand, held a wider margin over King 
here, with a 1,742 to 1,479 plurality. 
Barbara Ackerman received 195 Andover 
democrat votes. 

Andover Democrats selected winners in 
the U. S. Senate and Congress races. 

Congressman Paul Tsongas, eventually 
winner in the race for the senate nomina- 
tion received strong endorsement from his 
Andover constituency, with 2,334 votes. 
Sec. of State Paul Gizzi had 366 votes, 
followed by Howard Phillips, 323, 
Kathleen Sullivan Allito, 260 and Elaine 
Noble, 119. 

Lawrence Atty. James Shannon, the 
winner of the contest to be the Democratic 
nominee to fill the Tsongas congressional 
vacancy, also had strong endorsement 
here, with 1,465 votes. Robert Hatem, 
former vice president development at 
Merrimack College, was second in An- 
dover with 664. 

On the Republican side, Shannon will be 
faced by Middlesex County Sheriff John J. 
Buckley, who has successful in his bid for 
the Republican nomination. In Andover 
and Greater Lawrence areas, Buckley was 
topped by Andover psychiatrist, Dr. 
Nicholas D. Rizzo. Rizzo’s Andover vote: 
was 1,649 to Buckley’s 606. 


Andover Republicans chose the state- 
wide winners of the contest for nomination 
as governor and lieutenant governor, giv- 
ing Frank Hatch of Beverly 1,331 votes to 
Edward F. King’s 931 and William Cowin 
1315 for lt. governor against 683 for Peter 
L. McDowell. 

In the First Essex and Middlesex state 
senate race, Republicans selected State 
Rep. Robert Buell of Boxford over 
Nicholas Barletta of Rockport. Buell had 
602 Andover votes to Barletta’s 182. 

On the Democrat side, former Select- 
man Robert Cain got the endorsement 
over three other candidates. Cain’s An- 
dover vote was 339, while’ Joseph V. 
Gracy of North Reading had 216; Regina 
Villa of Manchester, 206 and Paul 
Jackman of Topsfield, 87. 


The senate seat is being vacated by Sen. . 


William Saltonstall. 

In county offices, Andover voters en- 
dorsed what could be considered ‘local’ 
candidates, only one of whom was 
successful when all the Essex County 
towns and cities were tabulated. 

District Atty. John P. S. Burke lost out 
on his bid for re-election to Kevin Burke of 
Lynn, although the present D.A., a 
Lawrence resident took Andover by a wide 
margin. 

Atty. John Burke of Lawrence, seeking 
the register of probate post, had a solid 
Andover vote of 1,522, and was the even- 
tual winner there. 


_County Commissioner Edward Cahill 


was re-elected to that post while Andover 
Democrats gave their endorsement to 
Selectman Joseph Guthree of North An- 
dover, 1,649 to 532 for Cahill. 

Former Mayor John J. Buckley of 
Lawrence received 1,360 Andover votes in 
his bid to become county treasurer, but 
lost out to Katherine B. O’Leary who was 
the winner county-wide.

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Little did they know when they agreed to 
participate in the American Institute for 
Foreign Study, that it might become a full 
long-term commitment. 

But many of the 40 families who played 
host to Spanish students for four weeks 
this summer are already making plans for 
future trans-Atlantic get-togethers. 


According to Sue Stephens, AIFS coor- 
dinator here, most of the families want to 
be host again next year to the youths who 
spend their mornings in a study program 
at Phillips Academy. 

At least two of the host families are 
already planning trips to Spain next spring 
to visit their host sons or daughters, and 
some of their own youngsters are planning 
to go abroad on AIFS programs next year. 

And the feeling seems to be mutual. 


Mrs. Stephens reports that a number of 
the Spanish students are planning to come 


back to Andover at Christmastime. 


This was her first year at coordinating 
the Institute, and Mrs. Stephens, a former 
English and reading teacher at Brooks 
School, says she’ll do it again. 

She would prefer hosting Spanish 
students again, because she adheres to the 
philosophy of getting to know one country 
really well. There are a lot of cultural 
differences, she says, and it takes a while 
to adjust. Next year they could benefit 
from this year’s experiences. 

For instance, she says, one of the ad- 
justments the students and host families 
had to make was in meal schedules. 

In Spain, they don’t eat dinner until 10 at ° 
night, whereas most families here eat 
earlier in the evening and are ready to go 
to bed at 10. 

After morning classes, the students and 
host families too were offered a variety of 
field trips to the museums, historical 
spots, beaches and the like in the Boston 
area. 

While the host families generally feel 
they benefited from the cultural exchange, 
and that they learned a great deal about 
Spain’s culture and history, economy, 
meals, and all, some feel their rewards 
were even more far-reaching. 

Pat O’Neil, 49 Summer St., feels their 
relationship with host son Sebastian has 
brought the O’Neils closer together as a 
family, and that he has stimulated them to 
learn more about their own history and 
surroundings here. 

Jo Coombs, 3 Sheffield Cir., plans to 
transfer the summer experience to one 
she has coming up. She’ll be traveling to 
Central America with a study group from 
West Parish Church this fall, and thinks 
having been a host here will help her 
better relate to her hosts there. She says 
she’ll also be looking for the Spanish in- 
fluence in Central America. 

When Mrs. Stephens polled the students, 
who hailed mostly from Madrid and 
Bilbao, she found they were happy to have 
some misconceptions set straight. 

Juan Luis Portillo found that people are 
much nicer here and that life is more 
peaceful than what he had learned from 
American movies. Alfonso Pena said he’d 
heard there were a lot of theives, ‘‘and I 
haven’t seen any of them. I learned that 
Americans were not very disciplined and 
they are. They also said Americans are 
not very hospitable, and they are.”’ 

Dolores Lasterra was surprised that 
‘‘you don’t look like Americans.’’ Most of 
the students expected Americans to be 
tall, blonde, blue-eyed and fair. 

The students fonnd less ‘‘nightlife’’ here 
and Marco Hohenloke said that in Spain, 
they don’t go to bed until 3 to 3:30 a.m. 

Sol Correa was most interested that 
Americans don’t seem to mind that other 
people think about them. 

“They do whatever they want without 
thinking about what other people will 
say,” he said.

Marco also found life much ‘“‘faster’’ 
here, and Joaquin DelPino noted that each 
member of the family in America seems 
to have a ‘‘job’’ at home. ‘That is not very 
usual in Spain,’’ he said. Joaquin Mendes 
added that in Spain they don’t work until 
they’re 20 or 21 years old. 


As for American foods, the students 
without exeption went for McDonald’s 
hamburgers and pizza, but disliked peanut 
butter and American salad dressing that 
contained any sugar or salt. 

It also took some getting used to eating 
sandwiches and other foods. In Spain, 
evenynaing is eaten with the knife and 
ork.

‘Phone Book’ Has New Features 


The Lawrence area telephone directory 
is going to be thinner and easier to handle 
in spite of the new consumer-related 
features found tucked inside. 

About 81,500 copies of the Lawrence 
directory will be delivered beginning Sept. 
21. The book contains listings for 
customers in Lawrence, Andover, North 
Andover, Methuen and Salem, N.H. and 
has a fall foliage scene on the cover. 


Found in the introductory pages is a 
helpful guide for telephone users. It con- 
tains a list of agencies and services 
available to help consumers in the area. 


The special two-page guide is called ‘‘A 
Self Help Guide to Consumer Problems.”’ 
It was prepared by Secretary of Consumer 
Affairs Christine Sullivan’s office in 
cooperation with New England Telephone 
officials. 

Margaret Carrington, local business of- 
fice manager, said the directory also con- 
tains information of how to deal with the 
telephone company on particular matters 
that are of importance to customers. It ex- 
plains what customers’ rights and respon- 
sibilities are, and includes a general 
description of available services and 
equipment. 

Customers will notice another change in 
the format of the new directory. The white 
pages will contain five columns of listings 
on each page instead of four as in the past. 
This step has been taken by the company 
to try and keep directory production costs 
at a reasonable level by reducing the

Carrington said that ‘‘the additional 
listings per page and the reduced number 
of pages also cut down on page-flipping 
and consequently help to reduce the time 
needed to find a name and number.” 

Although the same number of listings 
appears in each column, the type has been 
photographically compressed from left to 
right to fit an additional column on each 
page. Carrington said that many other 
directories in New England, including the 
Boston area white pages, use this format, 
and studies show that the process does not 
alter readability. 

Carrington also said there is a need to 
conserve paper due to a recent strike in 
the paper industry. This crises in the in- 
dustry has caused a paper shortage and 
has forced the company to reduce its 
paper usage by 25-30 per cent. 


‘‘For this reason,’’ Carrington said, ‘‘the 
company has been forced to discontinue 
the extra copy service it has provided in 
the past. Only one copy of the new direc- 
tory will be delivered to each household. 
An additional copy will be available if 
there is a critical need.”’ 

This year is the 100th anniversary of the 
first New England Telephone directory 
which was issued in Boston and contained 
67 listings. 

More than 3 million listings were 
carried in last year’s set of the most pop- 
ular reference books in New England. 

Telephone directories are updated on a 
daily basis, year round, by a staff of 
employees at New England Telephone’s 
directory center in Lynn. 

Service representatives in New England 
Telephone’s business offices obtain infor- 
mation from resident and business 
customers that later becomes part of the 
White Pages of a directory. 

This information is transmitted to the 
directory department where clerical per- 
sonnel take special care that these 
changes and additions are made correctly. 


Today’s directory includes information 
such as time zones and zip codes, and 
guidelines for dealing with annoyance 
callers. 

Area telephone numbers can be obtained 
fastest by looking in the fully indexed 
directory. Yet many unnecessary calls are 
made each day for directory assistance. 

Since the beginning of 1977 New England 
Telephone has begun charging for direc-

With two major industrial buildings on 
the horizon, Andover officials this week 
began smoothing the roads for their en- 
trance into the industrial areas. 

Selectmen, meeting in special session 


Monday afternoon, approved a resolution

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asking the manager to proceed with 
necessary improvements to River Road, 
one of the conditions the town-must meet 
to pave the way for a 200,000 square foot 
plant planned by the Pollaroid Corp. in 
West Andover.

Also, Monday afternoon, the board 
reviewed a draft of a letter to be sent to 
State authorities asking that an access 
road from Route 93 into the Lowell Junc- 
tion industrial area be expedited. 

The River Road improvements have 
been approved through prior town meeting 
action and road layouts have been subject 
of public hearings in the past. 


Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark in- 
formed selectmen that $225,000 is 
available for the project through Chapter 
90 funds, and that no additional town fun- 
ding is contemplated. 

Polaroid officials announced their intent 
a week ago to locate their new film 
assembly plant in the West Andover area 
owned by Arkwright-Boston Insurance. It 
will be located near the present site of the 
Hewlett-Packard plant. 

In their meeting with Andover .ad- 
ministrators, Polaroid officials set forth 
certain conditions for the town, the road 
improvements among them. 


Other requests of the town can be met 
without any major difficulty, it is felt, 
since water and sewer lines are in the area 
and sufficient for Polaroid’s needs. 


Obtaining of permits also appears to be 
no problem and there is no apparent con- 
flict with any wetlands act provisions in 


the area where Polaroid wishes to locate. 

The need for access roads, both at 
Lowell Junction and the West Andover in- 
dustrial site, will be outlined in a letter to 
State authorities and to be reviewed by the 
selectmen at their meeting Monday night. 


The need for an access road into Lowell 
Junction from I-93 has been the subject of 
considerable discussion between local and 
State officials in recent years. 

With continued development in the area, 
the need becomes more apparent, par- 
ticularly with the construction of a new 
200,000 square foot plant contemplated by 
Instrumentation Laboratories of Lex- 
ington. IL is meeting with department of 
public works people in Andover to work 
out agreements on a sewer connection 
prior to initiating its construction plans. 


The industrial development in the area 
has placed an added traffic burden on 
Ballardvale, and with the new plant, the 
problem will only increase. 

Thus the state and federal highway of- 
ficials are being asked to take some 
positive action on development of access 
road plans. 

Also requested is consideration of com- 
pletion of the clover-leaf at River Road 
and 1-93. This would provide better access 
to the West Andover industrial area and is 
a part of the future plans for the highway. 


Ree Lodge Funds 
Put Off To April 


Any funds for reconstruction of the 
lodge at Recreation Park will have to wait 
until the annual town meeting. 


Selectmen this week refused to insert an 
item in the October meeting warrant for 
planning funds for the replacement of the 
lodge which was destroyed by fire this 
summer. 


Town Manager Jared S. a. Clark said he 
would like to-have an article appropriating 
$10,000 for architectural services. The 
amount was a reduction of a request by 
the Department of Community Services 
for funding of the total reconstruction. 


Clark explained that he felt there should 
be some guidelines.as to what the propos- 
ed use of the lodge would be. He also said 
that between insurance funds and money 
from the town’s self-insurance funds, the 
project could probably be financed. 

When asked by Selectman James 
Abramson why this request came at the 

@ 


last minute, Clark said he had hoped to ob- 
tain the funds through a transfer but was 
advised by the finance committee that 
with a town meeting so close, that route 
should be followed. 


- Abramson said he felt he and the board 
should have a chance to discuss the lodge 
replacement at more length and also that 
the townspeople should have a more 
definite idea of the total cost of replace- 
ment and proposed use. : 


Clark said he had asked the recreation 
committee members to come up with 
proposed use of the building. The~egm- 
mittee has been holding public meetings 
on the subject in an effort to learn what 
the town desires from the lodge 
reconstruction. 


Selectman agreed to allow Clark to seek 
$2,000 from the finance committee to 
“scope out”’ the project between now and 

‘the annual town meeting next April. 


Alternatives Sought

Recent events in the industrial development picture 
are casting a brighter hue on the town’s tax base, which 
we would hope will not lead to an over confidence as we 
look to our economic future. 

Within the past few weeks, two major firms, 
Instumentation Laboratories and Polaroid Corp., have 
indicated their interest in locating new plants in An- 
dover. 

Town officials are currently in the process of meeting 
the guidelines set up by the industrial administrators, 
and it would appear there should be no impediments to 
their becoming neighbors here. 

Within a reasonable period of time, the new construc- 
tion will result in a substantial jump in tax revenue for 
the town. 

What will be needed once this happens, is a con- 
tinuance of sound financial planning, the continued ex- 
amination of capital expenditures to determine need 
and timeliness. 

What could result immediately from the increased 
revenue, along with more from a proposed $2.75 million 
expansion of Cressey-Dockham wholesale food 
warehouse in Lowell Junction, is an easing of the 
burden to be placed on the town by new school construc- 
tion. 

In the planning stages at the moment is the renova- 
tion of East Junior High and possible cv astruction of an 
auditorium-classroom building at the Shawsheen Road 
secondary school campus. 

This will come before voters at next year’s annual 
town meeting at a potential cost of $10 million. 


The industrial growth can give some taxpayer assist 
to this major project, much of it considered an absolute 
necessity. 

While this project seems a foregone conclusion, we 
would hope that the increased revenue does not give 
rise to increased demand for additional municipal ser- 
vices or freedom to spend. 

During the past year, local administrators worked on 
a five year capital budget plan, slotting various projects 
to meet a tax revenue forecast. 

It might be wise to make it virtually mandatory that 
the town adhere to the basic five year plan in its think- 


ing, despite the possibility of some increased funds. 


Tendency could be to possibly move a project up a 
year or two, with improved tax base. 

But, we would suggest, it would be more beneficial to 
residential and industrial taxpayers alike to make a 
concerted effort toward stabilizing the tax rate. 

Andover planned well to attract new industry to its 
two areas zoned specifically for that purpose. 
Investments, through town meeting action to develop 
utilities, funding road improvements, etc. to produce in- 
ducement to good, clean industry to consider Andover 
as an address, is paying off. 

What Andover should do now, is continue on the path 
of good financial planning, providing a stabilized tax 
rate, even looking to the daay when the annual levy 
might decrease, an almost unheard of phenomena. 

Such a prospect is pleasing to think about, not only for 
the residential taxpayer, but for the industrial tenant as 
well.

The people at home are 
supposed to be grateful 
and show their apprecia- 
tion at the ballot box.

woman named Sheila 
Gearhart filed a lawsuit 
against Colby and other 
officials.

Warriors Lose Opener 7-O

The Andover High School Golden 
Warrior football team was beaten by the 
Wakefield High School team Saturday 
afternoon by the score of 7-0. The 970 spec- 
tators who paid to see the game at Eugene 
V. Lovely field certainly got their money’s 
worth. Although the Warriors lost, the 
game was close throughout with an ex- 
citing finish. 

Wakefield beat the hometown team with 
a straight-forward running attack that 
highlighted junior backs, Jim Taschetta 
and James Brown. Taschetta, the left 
halfback, ran the ball 17 times for 101 
yards. 

Brown, a big fullback on offense and a 
tackle on defense, ran 13 times for 67 
yyards, including the only touchdown of 
the game, a three-yard run just before the 
end of the first half. Barry Jensen kicked 
the extra point. 

Wakefield ran on 53 of their 55 offensive 
plays which accounted for all of their 234 
yards. 

The visitors had a significant statistical 
advantage in time of possession. Andover 
controlled the ball for twelve minutes and 
sixteen seconds, while Wakefield had it for 
twenty-seven minutes and fourty-four 
seconds. 

Andover head coach Dick Collins summ- 
ed up the game simply by saying, ‘‘We 
were beaten by a better team.”

Andover school administrators, 
Teamsters Union Local 380, and the school 
committee, continue to await the start of 
mediation in their contract dispute. 

The two groups reached an impasse last 
month and asked the State Board.of Con- 
ciliation and Arbitration for mediation.
